It is the duty of the city 
either to remove obstructions from the streets, or to 
place guards around them, or lights near them, or to 
adopt some other necessary precautions for the safety 
of persons riding over the street. If no such precac- 
tions were taken in the t case, and the plaintiff, 
without negligence, wae injured by the rope fastened 
across the street, then she should recover. 

But the city cannot be held liable as an insurer of 
the lives or limbs of people traveling upon its streets, 
but is liable only when the injuries complained of are 
the result, in whole or part, of defendant's negligence.
